This 
we  wisely  planned  and  well  e muted. 

Unfortunately  a  geuth  man,  forgetful  ol 
ita  uaiiiealii  g  effi  ct  upon  the  stomach  of 
Bloomfield  j  wo  years  ago,  alluded  to  n 
cherished  idea  of  his  to  get  all  our  im¬ 
provement*  at  the  expense  of  Newark,  by 
anuexing  that  lich  city  to  our  village.  1  lie 
opportunity  was  cnibiuccd  by  severul  gen¬ 
tlemen  to  make  remarks  upon  that  topic, 
all  on  one  side,  and  the  time  was  consum¬ 
ed  without  any  discussion  ol  the  main 
question  for  which  the  meeting  was  con¬ 
vened  The  kind  iutcnlions  ol  the  Eu- 
c  ei  in  Society  were  thus  cutircly  frustrated 
fur  tlsc  time.  Their  courtesy  was  cTen  so 
tar  intruded  upon,  that  a  motion  made  by 
one  of  tbc  included  guests  was  carried  to 
adjourn  to  another  evening,  two  wveki 
later,  to  inquire  into  the  feasibility  of  tbia 
annexation  scheme.  We  need  not  point 
out  tlis  manifest  impolicy  and  the  great 
disadvantage  to  ua  ol  incorporation  with 
Newark.  Any  one  with  the  least  discern¬ 
ment  must  have  obsc  ved  that  the  temp*  r 
ol  Uiooiulield  is  utterly  opposed  to  auy 
such  connection.
